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- L8O Herwegen, Chairman of tne CBU in Saxony-Anhalt, called 2 
te for 19 April 1947 in Halle of the CDif state chairmer “rom 
the Russian Zone. It is understood that he wished te discus: the 
possible formation of a separate zonal party organization without 
Serlin, and without Jacob Kaiser as chairman. At any rate, the 
meeting was called without any notification to the party heau- 
quarters in Berlin as such; although Georg Dertinger, then the 
wvecutive Secretary, did attend. 


The only persons who went t alle for the meeting, besides 
Dertinger, were Dr. Rei innold Lobedang from Mecklenburg and Prof. 
Hugo Hickmann from Saxony. Hickmann., however, arrived on the day 
before, and after learning what the clrcumstances wers, departed 
yor Berlin, where he informed party leaders of Herwegen's ac ‘iors 


Phe SWA at Karishorst seams to have had full advance lkmowledge of 
the meeting, but did not notify the party's Berlin office. Az a 
eesuLt CDU circies in Berlin surmise that the initiative came 
from SHA rather than from Herwegen himself. 
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On a2 May Jaceb Kaiser heid a. meeting in Berlin of the chatroon of 

the CD in the eastern zone, the purpose of which was to eou-seract 
the unsanctioned meeting at Halle. FHerwegen attended; however 4 
Dertinger was not permitted te attend. At this meeting y which was 

assentially an informal talk between Kaiser and his leaders .2 the 
AGE » Kaiser was given the full confidence of the leaders and 
Herwegen apologized for the episode in Halle.
